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REVIEW OF COMMERCE 



The greatest foreign commerce in its history was done by 
the United States in the year 1911. The total was $3,625,593,976, 
an increase of nearly $200,000,000 over the previous high record 
established in the year 1910.

Expectations that merchandise exports would reach the 
two-billion dollar mark were fully confirmed, the exact figures 
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being $2,092,526,846, or the lai^est in the nation's history In 
comparison with the previous high record of 1907, the increase 
amounted to virtually $179,000,000, while the gain over 1910 
was more than $225,000,000. Moreover, the excess of ship- 
ments over imports rose to $559,459,716, the latter totaling 
$1,533,067,130, which is practically $30,000,000 under the aggre- 
gate in the preceding year. 

Except in the case of cotton, there was a general fallii^ off 
in the output of the leading agricultural staples, although the 
combined value of all the principal crops showed a considerable 
increase over 1910. 

The census of 1910 showed a remarkable expansion in every 
department of industrial life in the United States during the 
past decade. Population increased about 16,000,000, or 21 
per cent. The aggregate value of the products of our manufac- 
turing industries increased to $20,672,000,000, an increase of 
about 81 per cent. Farm values increased 108,7 per cent., 
although the number of farms increased only 10.5 per cent. 

The census also showed a very satisfactory industrial situa- 
tion locally. The increase in the industrial output of the state 
of Massachusetts in the past five years was 32}^ per cent., and 
in the past fourteen it has been more than double. Metropoli- 
tan Boston produces over one-third of the total products of the 
State, amounting to $500,000,000. Boston proper had a pro- 
duct value of $237,457,472, an increase of 28.8 per cent, in five 
years, and of 82.1 in 14 years. 

Boston's total foreign trade, reckoned by values, was the 
fourth largest of the ports of the country, and represented the 
slight decrease of seven tenths per cent. In imports Boston 
still is second only to New York, in spite of a decrease of nearly 
five per cent. Exports increased 6.3 per cent., nearly offseting 
the lessening in imports, but Boston is still only in fifth place 
as a point of export, and reference to the chart herewith will 
show how far export business has fallen below the high water 
mark of 1907.

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CompariBons of value, however, are misleadii^ and do not 
indicate in the least the amount of tonnage represented thereby, 
as was fully illustrated at the recent hearing before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in the "import and export rate" cases. 

Tonnage is of much greater importance to a port than the 
value of imports and exports. As an illustration of this might be 
cited the importation via New York of five thousand pounds 
of platinum, which are worth over two million dsllars but 
which represents practically no tonnage. This platinum was 
nearly half as valuable as the burlaps imported into Boston 
which constitute about one half of Boston's total through im- 
port business. Therefore, the position which Boston occupies 
with respect to values as compared with other Atlantic and Gulf 
ports is not indicative in any way of its position as regards 
the amount of tonnage handled. 

If the Interstate Commerce Commission gives Boston the 
relief it is seeking in the import and export cases, it is hoped 
that the amount of tonnage handled through the port of Boston 
will be materially increased. 



Coastwise Commbhcb. 

Extreme dullness pervaded the coastwise tonnage market the 
first part of 1911. In fact, until October there was a scarcity of 
orders. During the last three months of the year, however, 
there was a marked change in conditions. Sailing vessel tonnage 
was in such demand that there was not enough to meet the re- 
quirements, due, in part, to the fact that on account of lack of 
business earlier in the year many of the large schooners were sent 
to South America and engaged in other off-shore trades. Rates 
on coal advanced from 60 cents per ton from Hampton roads, 
to SI and $1.15, the highest rate paid during the last decade. 
The tendency to transport coal by barges and steamers became 
more apparent during the year. While one big collier was 
launched, and another ordered to engage in the coal-carrying busi- 
ness, to this port, not a sailing vessel was contracted for. Lum- 
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ber freights advanced in proportion the latter part of the year, 
and the general conditions showed much improvement. There 
were 249 more arrivals in 1911, than during the previous year, 
but the increase was in small eastern vessels so that the net 
gain in tonnage was comparatively small. 



Foreign Shipping. 



There was a slight increase in the number of arrivals from 
foreign ports during 1911, in comparison with the previous year. 
The total number of steamers arriving, including those from pro- 
vincial ports and the West Indies was 1079, against 1068 in 1910. 
The difference in favor of 1911 would have been greater had it 
not been for the dock strikes in Europe and the health and war 
conditions in Italy. Then, also, only one Cunarder, the Fran- 
conia, ran in the service for several months owing to the accident 
in May to the steamer Ivernia. There was 339 arrivals of sail- 
ing vessels from foreign ports during the year, including 308 
schooners, 18 barks and 13 ships, compared with 317 schooners, 
22 barks, seven ships and one brig during the year-1910.

During 1911 the steamships arriving from abroad 1734 brought 
more cabin passengers then during the preceding year, and there 
was also an increase of 7355 in the number of outward steerage 
passengers carried. In the outward saloon there was a decrease 
of 419. The heavy falling off in the inward steerage arrivals was 
due to a number of causes. The cholera in Italy prevented many 
aliens eomii^ to this country from Southern Europe, and a reduc- 
tion in the sailings from England was a contributing factor.
